James Eakin on September 11, 2008. 

In the claims: 

in claim 79, line 2, -coherent- has been inserted between "providing" and 
"light"; and 

claims 83, 91 and 102 have been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable over Slatkine because Slatkine is inoperative to produce eye safe light from a coherent 
source for the embodiments disclosed therein. Specifically, with respect to the embodiment of 
Figure 14b, the deivce composed of elements 92, 992, 994, 995, and 999 in that figure, would 
scatter the rays, but the coherence of each individual ray would be preserved, yielding an unsafe 
beam. With regard to claim 94, this claim requires that the light be distributed uniformly across 
the diffuser. Since Slatkine dose not discuss altering the laser gbeams to provide uniform 
distribution over the various diffusers, and since unmodified laser beams present a non-uniform 
distribution (e.g. Gaussian) claim 94 reads over this reference as well.
